China Today to 


to Be Discussed 


Before Forum 


Twentieth Birthday

President Charles K. Edmunds of 
Pomona college, who delivers an il- 
lustrated lecture on the topic, "Thir- 
ty Thousand Miles in China." Fol- 
lowing the delivery of the message 
Dr. Edmunds will discuss the topic 
with his audience, disposing of such 
questions as arise from the floor. 


Dr. Edmunds spent over twenty 


years in China as professor of phy- 
sics in Lingnan university and as 
president of the remarkable insti- 
tution. He has thus been in close 
touch with the progress of education 
in China during this most critical 
and interesting period. Moreover, 
few others have traveled so exten- 
sively in China. For twelve years 
Dr. Edmunds was in charge of the 
magnetic survey in China and Mon- 
golia under the auspices of the Car- 
negie Institution of Washington, and 
traversed some 45,000 miles thru the 
interior, reaching many places oi 
great interest far removed fr^>m the 
beaten track. 
The developments in China involve 


the destinies not only of her own 
people, but of the whole human race. 
Dr. Edmunds' lectures, whether il- 
lustrated or unillustrated, embody 
remarkable word pictures 
which 


topic by topic contrast the old with 
the new, and give in vivid outline 
the main features of a situation 
which merits the attention of the 
world, and especially of America at 
this time. 


This lecture spreads before the au- 


dience a grand kaleidoscopic pano- 
"rama of China, from the Mongolian 
frontiers to the mountain stretches 
of Yunnan, and from Tibet to the 
sea, while Dr. Edmunds' explana- 
tory remarks are fully as interesting 
as his pictures, which have been 
colored with wonderful fidelity to 
nature.

Covina Combine 


on Amendment 


Dr. A. G. Gilbert, Dr. Elmer L. 


King and Dr. G. M. Leech are co- 
operating with chiropractors thru- 
out California and enlisting the aid 
of their friends to secure a favor- 
able vote on amendment No. 9 at 
the November election. The amend- 
ment, which is commonly known as 
a chiropractic measure, provides 
many features, among them being 
the raising of educational standards 
from three to four years of train- 
ing, and compels the maintenance of 
these higher standards in all chiro- 
practic schools and colleges. 


It further provides that injured 


persons may employ the services of 
a chiropractor under a workman's 
compensation law and enables chiro- 
practors to serve in all public in- 
stitutions for the such which are 
supported by public funds. It does 
not permit chiropractors the right to 
use drugs nor to practice surgery. 
It is declared to be self-supporting 
and therefore no increase in taxes.

We Can All Help to Solve

A theorist, however honest, however brilliant, never 


makes a good administrator. Theorists have often been 
valuable in causing trends in politics and business, but 
whatever was valuable in their theories was invariably 
adopted by men and political parties known to keep their 
feet on the ground. 


It is not necessary, in my estimation, to attack the char- 


acter or the sincerity of Upton Sinclair in order to show 
his complete unfitness for such a position as governor of 
California. The highway of American politics is strewn 
with the wrecks of political movements begun by idealists. 
The history of this country is replete with examples of 
men who led "peaceful revolutions" that did not turn out 
to be revolutions, peaceful or otherwise. 


Those who wish to do so have a perfect right to admire 


Upton Sinclair from the standpoint of his intellectual abil- 
ity and his desire to reform business and political condi- 
tions. There is much more to reform than mere intellect 
and a desire to reform, however. There is always the rude- 
ly-practical basis which must be established. To evolve 
some sort of plan for reform and afterwards to adminis- 
trate and direct that plan are two widely-different attri- 
butes. In the Socialist mind these two attributes are sel- 
dom found. History will back up this statement. 


It will be a matter of regret to many good, honest, ear- 


nest people that they followed the vague and visionary 
leadership of Upton Sinclair. It will be regretful to them 
because it will be found, as in past history, that he cannot 
deliver what he believes he can deliver. There will be dis- 
illusion, disappointment, and perhaps anger and resent- 
ment. That is one of the worst featurs of this latest reform 
movement. It can't work, and thousands will feel that they 
have been betrayed. So far as results are concerned it is 
certain that they will be betrayed. 


All down thru the political history of this country and 


of other countries, reforms have been brought about by 
the conservative elements in the country—brought about 
thru pressure of the people who have finally become con- 
vinced that certain reforms are necessary, and that such 
reforms can be made. But radical reformers, theorists and 
Utopian dreamers do not bring about the actual reforms. 
They may supply the ideas in the beginning, and may be 
valuable in forming public opinion over a long period of 
time, but it is the practical administrator and the practical 
political party that put reforms into effect. 


The Republican party has taken the best and the most 


workable of reform ideas from any source and all sources 
in the course of its history as a party. But not until it had 
been thoroughly demonstrated that the ideas were work- 
able and desirable. The Republican party in California 
today stands ready to do this very thing, realizing as keen- 
ly as any other group that certain reforms are necessary. 
Governor Merriam stands ready to put into effect any new 
method or departure from past customs that is reasonably 
well founded, but will not accept untried and badly-formed 
theo'<ips. ^nd practice them on a distressed people. 


Upton Sinclair has a perfect right to his theories, and 


a perfect right to express them. Citizens have a perfect 
right to indorse him and to support him in these theories. 
But to demand that such a man be made the chief admin- 
istrator of this state is dangerous, as dangerous as to turn 
a powerful and intricate piece of mechanism over to a child. 
Without casting any aspersions on the character or the 
sincerity of Upton Sinclair or any of his followers, this 
editor believes that it is unwise and to a measurable extent 
dangerous to try to make an administrator out of a theorist.

Says Economist 


"Ar. examination of history shows 


society never to be static, but always 
accelerating. If its motion of the 
past is compared to that of a glacier 
it is now moving as an avalanche." 
In these words did Dr. Graham A. 
Laing, professor of economics at the 
California Institute of Technology at 
Pasadena, describe the readjustment 
of modern society in his lecture at 
the Monday evening forum, held as 
a part of the evening high school. 
Talking in the topic, "The New So- 
ciety," Professor Laing characterized 
the present age as one of the most 
momentous of all history, in the ra- 
pidity with which things are hap- 
pening. 


He stated that historians of today 


arc never able to point to any defi- 
nite period of the past and to say 
that any movement had its beginning 
or its end at any one set time. Thus 
feudalism grew slowly, reached a 
maximum, 
and 
slowly 
declined. 


While the changes in, society of the 
present time are more rapid than 
those of the past, they are not suffi- 
ciently pronounced that the lifetime 
of the present generation will see an 
entirely new order of things. The 
acceleration of society in the past 
has been so exceedingly slow that in 
comparison the present seems rapid, 
although it is in reality also slow. 


Professor Laing pointed out that 


humans arc always regimented when 
they live together and that only the 
pioneer approaches absolute indiv- 
idualism, and even he must modify 
his ways to associate with his fel-

Saving by Refunding— 


"Thirteen Millions Saved by Liberty Bond 


Trades," is the headline in one newspaper, 
and nearly all newspapers treated the state- 
ment in the same fashion. 


The headlines were inspired by the refund- 


'ing of the Fourth Liberty loan into four-year 
and ten-to-twelve-year notes. But it is hard 
to figure out how any money can be saved 
by extending a loan and paying additional in- 
terest, even at a lower rate. 


In fact, no money has been saved, but a 


huge amount of money has been lost. No man 
or nation ever saved money by refunding 
loans. That's what England has been doing 
with war debts dating back to the Wars of 
Roses, which debts are now known as British 
Consuls, or consolidated war debts. Genera- 
tions have lived on the interest, but the people 
have had to pay and pay and pay.

Fishbein's Fallacy— 


Physicians and surgeons should not attempt 


to oppose the drift to the socialization of medi- 
cine and medical care. The new era in this 
respect will supply a tremendous impetus to 
the need for doctors, and will to a large extent 
wipe out that great disparity between the 
over-worked and over-paid physician and the 
horde of trained medical men who are now 
consigned to a starvation return for their ef- 
forts.' 


Er. Morris Fishbein, famed as a writer on 


medical subjects, inveighs strongly against 
stale clinics this week. That he is sincere 
about it can be admitted. There are evils con- 
fronting a controlled, regulated and socialized 
method of dispensing care to the sick. In 
every step forward in social progress there is 
perhaps a half-diep backward. 


But care for all. regardless of financial sta- 


tus, is one of the inevitable trends. It is not 
only a moral obligation to bring this about, 
but it will b"neiit us immeasurably from the 
economic standpoint. V. e will use vastly more 
doctors and surgeons, and thc-y v.'ill be paid 
oil an equitable basis. The present system 
cannot long survive.

When campaigns are on. (and that is most 


of the time) the small-town newspaper editor 
has to go out in (ho alley and select the larg- 
est pulp-paper carton available, and move it 
close to his desk to serve as a waste-basket. 


There is no commercial concern that can 


make waste-baskets for a newspaper these 
days. These little wire-wicker contraptions 
are as inadequate as a tablespoon with which 
to dig a ditch. And yet. it wouldn't be so if 
political writers were not obsessed with the 
idea that they must write propaganda instead 
of facts. 


Practically all of it must be thrown away 


because it is not only one-sided, but so intem- 
perately one-sided as to be offensive. They 
perhaps excuse themselves by saying that 
"we'll represent our side and let the other 
fellow do likewise if he can." 
This is the old 


court-room fallacy indulged in too much by 
lawyers. Lincoln knew better. As a lawyer 
he generally argued the other fellow's side 
until he bad fully presented it and then pro- 
ceeded to show up what the other fellow had 
not thought about. He stipulated everything 
that was good and true in the other fellow's 
argument, and did it before h^ :;tartca in on 
his own argument. 


Most of the political propaganda is an insult, 


to the editor and would be to the people ii 
he printed it. It is intolerant and igriornntly- 
paitisan. 
Politicians and 
political writers 


should try to put themselves in the place of 
editors and voters, the consumers of their pro- 
duct. The result, if it could be attained, would 
be less intemperate statements and more pub- 
licity for their cause, whatever it might be. 


Time to Strike Hard— 


General Johnson, who retired this week 


from the leadership of the NRA, might be 
likened to General McClellan in the first part 
of the Civil war in the United States, And 
this, in spite of the fact that Johnson is a 
military tactician and McClellan wasn't. 


McClellan's error was in failing to push his 


advantages with sufficient determination. He, 
as well as the north in general, had not ac- 
tually awakened to the fact that there was a 
bitter war on. It was in McClellan's mind, 
and in the minds of most of the northern mili- 
tary advisers, that the war would peter out 
very quickly. They could not grasp the fact 
that the south was determined and strong 
and in grim earnest. 


President Roosevelt's position during the 


past two years has been similar to that of Lin- 
coln, who could not move faster than the peo- 
ple of the north could assimilate and under- 
stand the task confronting them. Roosevelt 
has been obliged to wait for this education 
to take place. His pace has been retarded by 
what economists call "cultural lag," or, in 
plainer words, the inability of the people to 
keep up with the rapidly-changing economic 
conditions. 


When Lincoln had changed generals several 


times because the war was not being prose- 
cuted with a vigor needed for victory, he 
chose Grant, who was a realist and a master 
tactician, and he went in to win, declaring 
that he was going to "fight it out on this line 
if it takes all summer.)) (Referring to the 
campaign over which he had command at that 
particular time). 


Perhaps we can hope that a new general 


will receive orders from President Roosevelt 
to go in and win. Grant's winning tactics 
were ruthless. The terrain over which his 
armies marched was afterwards in ruin, and 
years passed before normal conditions return- 
ed. But Grant won, and the country recov- 
ered. 


President Roosevelt has been criticized for 


moving too fast—for his striking out in what 
has been described as a bold manner in his 
war on the depression. But the opposite is 
probably true. He has temporized, believing 
as did Lincoln and Grant that the war was 
not actually to be a war—that it would end 
soon. It is exactly this attitude that prolonged 
the Civil war and has prolonged the war on 
economic depression. "Cultural lag," or the 
inability of our industrial leaders to under- 
stand the profound dislocation of business in 
the country and the world is probably the 
reason why the government has not ordered 
swift and slashing campaigns. 


But may we not hope that we have seen 


the last of temporizing generals? And may 
it not be a fact that the people, industry and 
finance, have now arrived at the conclusion 
that drastic action must be taken? We are 
faced now, and have been since 1930, with 
the necessity for-the liquidation of overpower- 
ing debts. 


These debts, public and private, make im- 


possible the return of credit. We have been 
waiting long enough for this war to peter out. 
The depression cannot be conquered by a war 
of attrition. We need someone of the char- 
acter of Grant to end it.

newspaper, one newspaper. 


The citizen never gets the news in this man- 


ner. While it is true that even the most hide- 
bound, partisan, tory newspaper, and the most 
radical, "everything-that-is-is-wrong" newspa- 
pers have modified their policies of late years, 
it is still a fact that in ihe most vital ques- 
tions that concern us all, which are politics 
and economics, there is not one newspaper as 
yet that gives us a balanced picture in news 
and editorials. That can only happen in this 
Utopian era about which we dream. 


In these clays when there is a bitter contro- 


versy in progress, comparable to the greatest 
war we have ever fought, the thinking indi- 
vidual should buy as many newspapers as are ' 
published in his 3*63. If he spent twenty 
cents a clay it would be well spent, and he 
could afford to devote several hours each day 
to reading and comparing the statements 
therein. Seeking for truth, we will find it, and 
having found it we will end our troubles, one 
after another. 


It doesn't do for an individual to tell this 


writer that he takes a certain newspaper but 
does not necesarily form his opinions from it. 
That is exactly what he does, for that is the 
only .source of his information. The reader 
of one newspaper takes on the color of that 
newspaper's opinions, just as surely as the 
chameleon assumes the color of the particular 
leaf^upon which he rests.

Colts Win One-Point

Over Anaheim Squad 


Coach "Butter" Gorrell's Covina Colt gridiron squad chalked 


up a brilliant victory, for their second of the 1934 season, Friday 
afternoon by poking out a 7-6 win over a speedy and tricky 
bunch of Anaheim footballers on the losers' field. 


A more close and exciting football* 


game could not be hoped for, with 
the 
Gorrellmen 
using 
all 
their 


strength in safeguarding their lead 
which was gained in the first quar- 
ter. In fact the Colts received five- 
yard penalties at various times for 
taking too many times out. The 
margin of safety—Captain 
Ernie 


Poore's dropkick for the conversion, 
came 
after 
Covina's 
touchdown, 


which was tallied by Hege in the 
first seven minutes of play in the 
first quarter. 


The Colts made the opening kick- 


off and were penalized five yards on 
the first play. The Anaheim backs 
tried punching the Colt forward 
wall, but meeting with no success, 
punted and the pigskin rolled out of 
bounds on the 49-yard line. Herbie 
Rouch, starting at quarter for Gor- 
rell, skirted end on the first. play 
for a 14-yard gain. Rouch made lit- 
tle headway in the next two plays 
and Captain Poore went back into 
punt formation. On attempting his 
kick a swarm of Anaheim players 
sifted thru the Colt line to success- 
fully block Poore's kick. However, 
a penalty against Anaheim for off- 
side gave the Colts another first 
down. On the second play Rouch 
made it first and ten. On the fourth 
down Walt Hege, Colt fullback, 
crashed thru the center of the Ana- 
heim line to make it a first down 
on the Anaheim 2-yard line. Hege 
-was held for a gam of only one-half 
yard on the first play, but the sec- 
ond found him smashing thru for a 
coveted touchdown. But even more 
coveted was Poore's beautiful drop- 
kick for the seventh and deciding 
digit of the game. 


COLT LINE CRACKED 


Anaheim received the kickoff and 


after cracking the Colt line for three 
plays, garnered her first down on the 
fourth play of the series. The Colts 
tightened up and Anaheim was forc- 
ed to kick, the ball bouncing out of 
bounds on Covina's 28-yard stripe. 
After making practically,no gain on 
three plays and having a 15-yard 


nalty for clipping pinned on them, 
went flito punt formation 


with Walt Hege back. Ortez, Ana- 
heim right end, blocked Hege's at- 
tempted punt, and after the referee 
had untangled the mixup Anaheim 
got her first break of the tussle 
when one of its players was found 
to be wrapped around the pikskin 
on the Covina four-yard line, giving 
Dick Glover's eleven a "golden op- 
portunity" as the quarter ended. 


Anaheim suffered a yard loss on 


the first play as eleven new players 
substituted for Glover. On an at- 
tempted run around their own left 
end, Keith Nichols, Colt right flank 
man, brushed thru to set the hosts 
back on the Colt 12-yard line. A 
double lateral nearly scored for An- 
aheim, but Bob Bierly, staunch half- 


back for Gorrell, nabbed the final 
receiver of the ball on the Covina 6. 
Little Art Milliken, substituting for 
Rouch at quarter, knocked down a 
pass intended for Fee, Anaheim 
halfback, in the endzone, putting the 
ball once more in the hands of the 
Jorrellmen on their own 20. 


OFFSIDE RULING 


After Milliken had 
successfully 


cracked the line for 5 yards, Hege 
punted, but Anaheim was ruled off- 
side, giving the Colts first and ten 
on their own 30. Poore gained three 
yards and Milliken squeezed thru 
for a ten-yard advancement. 
Ad- 


vancing only 5 yards in three plays, 
M. Rouch, replacing Milliken 
at 


quarter, booted the ball out on the 
Anaheim 38. Bob Conlon, playing a 
hangup game at the halfback posi- 
tion for Gorrell, smeared an at- 
tempted Anaheim end run for a loss, 
and two plays later messed up an 
Anaheim pass. 


Frank Ochoa, shifty Anaheim quar- 


terback, elected to punt, and M. 
Rouch, receiving the ball, was nailed 
on his own 30-yard line after a re- 
turn of four yards. Failing to find 
a weak spot in the Anaheim front 
line, M. Rouch got off a beautiful 
punt down to the opponents' 15-yard 
line, and Hughes, Colt end, ran the 
receiver back to his own 10 before 
he nailed him. Fee was held for no 
gain, but the second play of the ser- 
ies proved to be the genuine thriller 
of the day. 


COMPLETES PASS 


Beat, one of Glover's best ends, 


snagged a beautiful 30-yard pass on 
his own 35-yard line and raced off 
to what everyone thought would be 
the first Anaheim score. However, 
Bob Bierly, who is no slouch at 
sprinting, took out after the runner 
and closed the gap between the two 
to nail Beat to the turf on the Co- 
vina 6-yard line. Well, first and 10 
on the 6-yard line seems like a good 
chance to score, but once more the 
Covina huskies took away the hosts' 
"golden opportunity." The first play 
netted a 3-yard gain for the Glover- 
men, 
but the second and third tries 


found the Anaheim boys hitting a 
non-giveable stone wall, and a pass 
on the fourth down was intercepted 
by Rouch. After gaining but four 
yards in two plays, Rouch punted, 
but a 15-yard penalty against Ana- 
heim allowed the Colts to keep 
possession of the ball, as well as 
making it first and 10.
